Late in February the Chesapeake & 
Ohio Railroad created quite a hubbub 
at Washington and in the major finan­ 
cial circles by breaking off negotia­ 
tions to buy 2,200 m iles of trackage 
and 
auxiliary 
facilities 
from 
the 
bankrupt Erie, Lackawana and Read­ 
ing companies. 


The United States Railway Associa­ 
tion, 
more 
familiarly 
known 
as 
ConRail. was the government created 
spokesman for the ailing private lines. 


The deal collapsed because the 
unions at Erie, Lackawana and Read­ 
ing 
refused 
to 
accept 
Chessie’s 
proposal to bring them under the labor 
arrangements 
governing 
Chessie 
employees. Legally the reticent unions 
were exercising a privilege conferred 
by the Regional Rail Reorganization 
Act of 1973 creating ConRail for the 
immediate purpose of pulling seven 
northeastern lines, Penn Central in 
particular, out of bankruptcy. The Act 
requires a buyer of the bankrupt or 
any part of its facilities to reach an 
accord with the latter’s labor force 
before the sale can be completed. 


Although this desirable transfer fell 
down on the narrow issue of union 
privilege, it fits into a broader crazy 
quilt characterizing all American 
transportation. 


By law and its own regulations the 
Interstate 
Commerce 
Commission 
which regulates railroads, trucks, 
barge lines and pipelines is dedicated 
to the principle of cross subsidization. 
Under this rule a carrier must provide 
service from Podunk to Tank Town 
even if it is a losing proposition where 
the carrier’s total operation is profita­ 
ble.

If there is no change, the six months 
of DST set by the Uniform Time Act of 
1966 will run from April 25 to Oct. 31.

Area Dial-A-Ride Systems 
Report Rider ship Gains 


The Michigan Department of State Highways 
and Transportation has announced ndership 
increases in three Dial-A-Ride transportation 
systems in southwestern Michigan. 


The highway department said ridership dur­ 
ing the last quarter of 1975 increased 2 per cent 
for the Twin Cities Dial-A-Ride system. 82 per 
cent for the Dowagiac- Dial-A-Ride system, and 
24 per cent for the Niles system. 


The Twin Cities Dial-A-Ride logged 137,130 
miles of service during the period from October 
through December and carried 47,592 pas­ 
sengers. The system received $28,173 in state 
operating aid during the quarter, according to 
the highway department. 


The Dowagiac system carried 4,228 riders 
during the last quarter, an increase of 82 per 
cent over the previous quarter. City officials 


there attributed the huge increase to the system 
getting into “ full swing” and bad weather dur­ 
ing the quarter The Dowagiac system began 
operation in June. 


The Niles Dial-A-Ride system logged 30,822 
miles of service during the last quarter and 
carried 18,066 passengers, according to the 
highway department. The system received 
$8.832 in state operating aid during the quarter, 
the highway department said. 


Michigan’s 28 smatl-city Dial-A-Ride systems 
collectively carried 447,597 passengers during 
the quarter which is nearly double the number 
carried during the same period in 1974, the 
highway department reported. Fifteen Dial-A- 
Ride systems were added to the system during 
that time

Female Star

NEW YOKK (AP) - Linda 
Jefferson's name may not be a 
household word like O.J. Simp­ 
son's but she, too, is an outs­ 
tanding 
ground 
gainer 
in 
professional football. 


The 21-year-old halfback with 
the Toledo Troopers ran for 
1.357 yards this past season and 
scored 14 touc hdowns. 


However, 
the 
attractive 
female grid star thinks women 
should never compete against 
men in football and is content to 
stay in her own league, which in 
this 
case 
is 
the 
National 
Women's Football League. 


"In track, basketball, tennis 
— okay. Those are not contact 
sports. As for football, no way,” 
she declared firmly in an inter­ 
view here. 


Linda, in New York for 
television appearances she ad­ 
mits made her more nervous 
than coming up against a hefty 
opponent on the field, predicts 
increasing interest in women’s 
football. 


"We’ll have our Superbowl 
some day, even though we may 
not have KO.iMKi to see it, 
says 
the 5 foot 4, 125-pounder who 
was named female athlete of 
1975 by Woman Sport magazine. 
,\nd she wants to see more girls 
compete in all kinds of sports. 


She’ll Ik * doing her bit toward 
this end while continuing her 
own sports activities and pur­ 
suing a degree in environmental 
health at the University of 
Toledo, 
where 
she 
is 
a 
sophomore. 


As a community relations 
representative for Owens-Corn- 
ing Fiberglas Corp. she will 
travel throughout the country 
speaking at schools, sports 
clinics, recreation department 
gatherings 
and 
clubs, 
en­ 
couraging girls to participate in 
sports programs. 


" It’s not to show up m en.” 
she explains. "I just want to tell 
the kids they’ll live a lot longer 
if they get into sports, that 
competition will give them self- 
control, respect for themselves 
and keep them in good condi­ 
tion. And I'd like to put the kids 
on the right step. It was hard for 
me when I came up. I needed 
someone to teach me.” 


While Linda does not feel that 
she has been discriminated 
against as a black, she does 
believe that girls in general are 
discriminated against in sports, 
though she notes that things are 


getting better. 


“They have better equipment 
now than when I was in school.’ 
she concedes, adding ruefully 
that she gets just $25 a game 
when

The team wears junior high 
school boys' uniforms and the 
only concessions to females in 
the women's league are a 
smaller ball, 12 minute quarters 
instead of 15, and kickoff from 
the 45-yard line instead of the 35 
as in men’s pro football. 


Linda has had her share of 
injuries, including a chipped 
bone in her foot and a torn 
ligament in her ankle that put 
her on crutches for two weeks. 


She has scored 72 touchdowns 
in her four seasons of play and 
her longest run was 93 yards, 
but she modestly gives the 
credit to her blockers. 


"If it weren't for them I

They’re the ones who get beat 
up, not me. If they get beat up to 
open a hole in the line for me 
you can bet I'm going to get 
through it."

Alcohol Abuse Now ‘Epidemic’ 


Alan Herzlin, director of special 
projects at Freeport Hospital s 
Alcoholic Treatment Center, in 
Long Island, says a positive 
response to certain questions 
may signal the start of an al­ 
coholic problem. 


For example: Do 1 drink one 
or more times a week? Before 
breakfast? Do 1 have problems 
with school because of alcohol? 
Do 1 hang around with people 
who think it's sm art to gel 
drunk? Must I have a drink to 
go on a date or to a party? Do I 
find that 1 cannot have fun 
without a drink? If drinking has 
made me sick do I do it again 
the next time anyway? Do I un­ 
dergo a marked personality 
change after I’ve had a couple? 


Has drinking become more im­ 
portant than eating? Am I 
thinking about alcohol most of 
tin* time? 


Writer Sinn Horwitz sets 
young people straight about 
some common misconceptions: 
Alcohol is not a stimulant (it's a 
depressant); it does not warm 
the body; black coffee or a 
shower won’t sober you up. It s 
also untrue that few women 
become alcoholics; in the fifties 
there were five to six alcoholic 
men to every alcoholic woman, 
but the ration now is only three 
to one, 


’ Drinking as a teen-ager 
might not hurt you now, 
says 
Dr Ross Fishman, director of 
education and training at the 


New York City Affiliate of the 
National Council on Alcoholism. 
“But later you can develop any 
number of problems." He lists 
some of the effects of chronic 
alcohol abuse. 


VITAMIN 
DEFICIENCY: 
Heavy drinkers don’t absorb 
Vitamin B very well, and often 
have to get shots to compensate 
for the deficiency. 


MALNUTRITION: Since al­ 
cohol is highly caloric — one 
ounce has 70 calories — it is 
easy to feel energetic after 
several drinks without touching 
food.

Adventure Or Famine? 


The mutineers who stole HMS 


Bounty from Captain Bligh did 
us ail a favor, according to Nu- 
trition Today magazine. 


The movies don't emphasize 


it, but Captain Bligh's mission 
kl HMS Bounty had little to do 
with high adventure.. Instead, 
its purpose was to transplant 
breadfruit trees from Tahiti to 
the Caribbean islands, where 
the politics of the American- 
Revolution had brought about 
UK greatest famine ever known 
in the Western Hemisphere. 


Dr. Cortez Enloe, physician, 


explorer and author, has un- 
covered the truth about this 
curiously secret famine, along 
wtth 
another 
cold 
fact 


previously ignored by his- 
torians. 


The Bounty voyage would 


have been a failure even without 
the help of Fletcher Christian 
and his mutinous mates. Dr. 
Enloe writes in the current is- 
sue of Nutrition Today that the 
ship 
would have rounded 


Africa's southern tip in the dead 
of winter. In temperatures too 
low for breadfruit to survive, 
had the mutineers not inter- 
fered. 


If the breadfruit trees had 


died, Dr. Enloc says, it is 
unlikely that the second — and 
brilliantly 
successful 
— 


breadfruit voyage ever would 


have been laid on. But the mu- 
tiny on the Bounty made Bligh 
something of a hero to his king 
and to his Royal Navy superiors. 


Furthermore, the expedition 


was directed by Sir Joseph 
Banks, one of the brightest and 
most adventurous gentlemen 
scientists of his — or any — day. 
Sir Joseph persuaded King 
George II, a man fascinated by 
horticulture, to mount the 
second expedition which was 
bigger and better in every way 
than UK Bounty voyage. Bligh 
again was chosen to command, 
and thus "the seeds of modern 
nutrition were sown around the 
world," Dr. Enloe writes. 


"Die second voyage, in the 


aptly-named HMS Providence, 
carried 
food 
plants 
from 


England to Africa, Tasmania, 
Tahiti and on.to the Caribbean, 
and transplanted other fruits, 
vegetables and commercially 
valuable trees to and from every 
port of call along the way. 


The strawberries, apples and 


potatoes eaten in Australia 
today are direct dcscendenls of 
those planted by Biigh's men in 
Tasmania. 
The 
cocoanuts, 


lemons, spices, almonds, coffee 
and mangoes that we buy from 
UK Caribbean arc, for the moat 
part, similarly courtesy of Cap- 
lain Bligh. 


In addition, hundreds of 


breadfruit trees were nursed 
through fair weather and ioul, 
from Tahiti to Jamaica, where 
they have become a staple food 
for the Caribbean poor. 


"The ship must have been 


(luite a sight as she sailed into 
Kingston Harbour," Dr. Enloe 
writes. "The assortment of 
plants made a forest of her 
decks. One cinnamon tree had 
grown 11-fect tall."

Providence was the greatest 
nutrition expedition ever under- 
taken, Dr. Enloe says, yet it

Mutiny On The Bounty-- 
Adventure Or Famine? 


The mutineers who stole HMS 
Bounty from Captain Bligh did 
us all a favor, according to Nu­ 
trition Today magazine. 


The movies don't emphasize 
it, but Captain Bligh’s mission 
m HMS Bounty had little to do 
with high adventure. Instead, 
its purpose was to transplant 
breadfruit trees from Tahiti to 
the Caribbean islands, where 
the politics of the American 
Revolution had brought about 
the greatest famine ever known 
in the Western Hemisphere. 


Dr. Cortez Enloe, physician, 
explorer and author, has un­ 
covered the truth about this 
curiously secret famine, along 
with 
another 
cold 
fact 
previously 
ignored 
by 
his­ 
torians. 


The Bounty voyage would 
have been a failure even without 
the help of Fletcher Christian 
and his mutinous mates. Dr. 
Enloe writes in the current is- 
sue of Nutrition Today that the 
ship 
would 
have 
rounded 
Africa’s southern tip in the dead 
of winter, in temperatures too 
low for breadfruit to survive, 
had the mutineers not inter­ 
fered. 


If the breadfruit trees had 
died, Dr. Enloe says, it is 
unlikely that the second — and 
brilliantly 
successful 
— 
breadfruit voyage ever would 


have been laid on. But the mu­ 
tiny on the Bounty made Bligh 
something of a hero to his king 
and to his Royal Navy superiors. 


Furthermore, the expedition 
was directed by Sir Joseph 
Banks, one of the brightest and 
most adventurous gentlemen 
scientists of his — or any — day. 
Sir Joseph persuaded King 
George II, a man fascinated by 
horticulture, 
to 
mount 
the 
second expedition which was 
bigger and better in every way 
than the Bounty voyage. Bligh 
again was chosen to command, 
and thus “the seeds of modern 
nutrition were sown around the* 
world,” Dr. Enloe writes. 


The second voyage, in the 
aptly-named HMS Providence, 
carried 
food 
plants 
from 
England to Africa. Tasmania, 
Tahiti and on to the Caribbean, 
and transplanted other fruits, 
vegetables and commercially 
valuable trees to and from every 
port of call along the way. 


The strawberries, apples and 
potatoes eaten in Australia 
today are direct deseendents of 
those planted by Bligh's men in 
Tasmania. 
The 
cocoanuts, 
lemons, spices, almonds, coffee 
and mangoes that we buy from 
the Caribbean are, for the most 
{»art, similarly courtesy of Cap­ 
tain Bligh.

To Be Checked 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Three 
hundred persons will be con­ 
tacted daily for the next two 
weeks by U.S. health officials 
seeking to determine if they are 
infected with the rare, and often 
deadly. Lassa fever as a result 
of exposure to a recently re­ 
turned Peace Corps nurse.

In other legislative action, the Senate sent the governor a bill 
designed to provide more public money for private colleges. The 
Rosenbaum bill that provoked the most argument legalizes 
wiretaps by warrant in investigations of dealers in cases involving 
511 grams or more — about two ounces — of heroin or cocaine. Law 
enforcement officials would need a warrant signed by two 
members of a three judge appeals court panel. Critics said it 
would invade citizens’ rights to privacy because the warrant 


would authorize secret entry of a residence to install or remove a 
tap. The warrant could direct a landlord, phone company 
employe, or someone else to help. 


Another bill imposes minimum mandatory sentences for cer­ 
tain drug offenses, including a life sentence for anyone convicted 
of holding, selling or manufacturing more than 23 ounces of 
heroin or cocaine. Another bill bans use of prison “good time” to 
shorten sentences for dealers convicted under the package. This 
would mean that no dealer convicted under the package could get 
out of jail before serving his minimum sentence. 


Opponents to this bill, during debate that became quite heated 
at times, said the measure would worsen prison overcrowding and 
take away incentives for prisoners to cooperate. But Rep. James 
Smith, R-Grand Blanc, said in a ringing voice, “I can tell you the 
wav to keep from loading up prisons. We ought to put on the ballot

Another bill removes criminal liability from police who carry 
eavesdropping equipment to let colleagues know if they are in 
danger.

The floor should be covered 
with four inches of absorbent 


Utter. For the first four or five 
days the floor should also be 
covered with crinkled paper to 
provide good traction and to 
keep the goslings from eating 
the litter material. Remove the 
paper on the fifth day. 


The papers must be crinkled 
to prevent ‘‘spraddled legs.-’ a 
dislocation at the socket where 
the leg attaches to the body. The 
gosling almost never recovers 
from the disorder. 


Goslings should be started on 
feed having 20 to 24 per cent 
protein. After getting starter- 
feed three or four weeks they 
can be shifted to prim arily a 
forage diet. 
An evening feeding of a little 
mash or crackl'd corn and mash 
mixed in equal parts will make 
an easier shift to the pasture 
and corn diet. Geese eat a lot of 
grass and are excellent weeders 
for such crops as corn, straw ­ 
berries.

Get the goslings outside if it is 
warm and not raining so they 
can forage for bugs and grass to 
balance their ration. IX» not 
allow them to get wet until their 
feathers have developed.

Most Michigan 
Farmland Rentals 
On Cash Basis 


The m ajority of Michigan 
farmland rentals appear to be 
on a cash basis which last year 
ranged from $10 an acre to $110 
an acre for tillable land, ac­ 
cording to a state-wide survey 
by Michigan State university. 
Rental for untilled land ranged 
from $1 an acre to $75 an acre. 
The following list, compilied 
by MSU Agricultural Economist

D. 
Schwab, 
shows 
average cash rentals for tillable 
lands: 
Native grass pasture $19.68; 
renovated pasture $25.06. corn 
$31.80; soybeans $39.09; field

Rentals for untilled

Besides leasing, another ren­

landlord. The tenant furnishes 
labor, power and machinery. 
TTie cost of seed, fertilizer and 
spray materials is equally split. 
Schwab says. 


Harvesting and hauling costs 
may be halved, or often the 
tenant furnishes 100 per cent of 
the hauling and sometimes all 
of the harvesting costs. 
Under 
the 
one-third 
two- 
thirds agreement. 67 per cent of 
the crop is received by the 
tenant, who furnishes all the 
labor, power, machinery, spray 
m aterials, 
harvesting 
and 
hauling. The fertilizer expense 
is often shared in the sam e 
proportion as crop yield. The 
seed cost may be shared in this 
proportion, 
but 
usually 
the 
tenant furnishes all the seed. 


There is no one correct share 
proportion to recommend, says 
Schwab. But the principle is 
that income ought to be divided 
in the sam e proportion as the 
expense of production.

The Rev. Raymond .1. de .laegher, a Belgian, 
told the St. Louis Globe-Democrat that Nixon talked at length with 
China's new premier, Hua Kuo-feng, of the chances for such a 
venture. The 71-year-old priest said his information is “authentic 
and documented.” but he did not elaborate. He told the news­ 
paper. which reported today on the interview, that he returned 
from the Far East two weeks age after a six-week visit. 
“There is more oil off the coast of China than in all of Saudi 
Arabia and the Near East.” the priest said. “Also, the water is 
very shallow. The entire Yellow Sea between China and Korea is

Say Death Penalty Needed 


NEW ORLEANS (AP) — The lawyers for five Southern states 
say the 1972 decision by the U.S. Supreme Court outlawing the 
death penalty has resulted in an increase in homicides. 
Rt'presentatives of Texas. Georgia. North Carolina. Florida and 
Ijouisiana met in a private session Thursday to coordinate legal 
strategy f(»r their challenge to the high court’s decision against 
capital punishment. “There has been a tremendous escalation of 
homicides in our state since the last execution in Florida, in 
1%4.” the state’s attorney general. Robert L. Shevin, told 
rt*porters afterward. 
More than 4WI ptTsons have bet*n condemned under new death 
penalty laws passed by 35 states since the 1972 Supreme Court 
decision. But because of the uncertain status of death penalty laws 
passt*d sinci* 1972, no one has bt»en executed. They remain on 
prison “death rows” pending resolution of the legal questions. 


No Aid For Debtors 


WASHINGTON (AP) — An amendment to a House-passed 
foreign aid appropriation bill could deprive many countries of 
their share of U.S. aid. handlers of the bill say. 
They predM tt>d Thursday night that the amendment added to 
the $5.39-billion bill would never bt^come law. They said they are 
counting on the Senate to reshape the bill by removing the 
amendment. The amendment would ban use of any of the foreign 
aid money for countries delinquent for more than a year in 
repaying any uncontested debts to the United States. This 
provision was adopted, 229 to 139, despite warnings that it. could 
make Israel, Syria, Egypt and some 5(1 other countries ineligible 
for the funding.

new labor contract or sufficient 
progress in the negotiations 
between the owners and the 
Players Association. 


The 25th negotiating session 
between the owners’ Player 
Relations Committee and the 
Players Association convenes 
today in the office of John J. 
Gaherin, the owners’ chief bar­ 
gainer. 


The lines are drawn on the 
sticky reserve rules issue. The 
owners have proposed a plan 
which would allow players to 
become free agents in their 10th 
year while the union’s plan 
would 
give 
players 
their 
freedom after six years of 
professional baseball. 


The current legal interpreta­ 
tion of the reserve rules was 
made by arbitrator Peter Seitz 
in December when he said 
players could become free one 
year after meeting their con­ 
tractual obligations. 


“ We’ve moved from one year 
to six,” said Marvin Miller, 
executive 
director 
of 
the 
Players Association. “We didn’t 
have to. Nevertheless, we’ve 
done it as being in the interests 
of everybody.” 


The underlying problem is 
that, although Seitz’ decision 
will obviously not become part 
of any new labor contract, it 
already is in force for the 
players’ 1976 individual con­ 
tracts. 


The Seitz decision, upheld in 
federal court and being ap­ 
pealed in circuit court, would 
allow 
almost 
every 
major 
leaguer to become a free agent 
in the next two years. 


Miller said he could get the 
vast majority of players — but 
not all of them — to waive their 
right to free agency. He told the 
owners to help him find a 
tolerable number of nonwaiver 
players, 
then 
reach 
an 
agreement on a reserve system 
for a new basic agreement. 


“ If the nonwaivers are under 
the tolerable figure, we’d have 
an agreement,” Miller said. “ If 
not, all bets are off.” 


When pressed by American 
U*ague President Lee MacPhail 
on how the union could count 
noses. Miller said it would be 
nearly impossible while the 
players were all over the map. 


But if the players were all in 
the camps. Miller said he could 
do it in a reasonable amount of 
time.

“ The 
prosecutor's 
office 
regrets the closing of the Con­ 
sumer 
Protection 
Unit.” 
McDowell said, “ but a lack of 
funding makes it impossible to 
continue what we feel was a 
valuable and needed service.” 


The CPU in 1974 and 75 was 
jointly funded by federal, state, 
and county government, but in 
1976 would have been entirely 
funded by the county. The 
county board of commissioners 
voted not to fund the unit 


McDowell noted an unsuc­ 
cessful effort was made by the 
prosecutor’s office to obtain 
private funding for continuation 
of the CPU. “ We hope the 
county will reconsider its posi­ 
tion and provide funding to re­ 
establish the CPU,” McDowell 
stated. 


Prosecutor John A. Smie- 
tanka previously said; “While I 
fully understand and appreciate 
the budgetary problems facing 
the board of commissioners. . 
.loss of this unit will cripple our 
growing ability to provide an 
independent, impartial force for 
the protection both of the con­ 
sumer 
and 
the 
legitimate 
businessman.” 


McDowell 
noted 
no 
new 
investigations have been initiat­ 
ed in the last six weeks, and the 
CPU has been closing the 
present complaints. He also said 
the CPU staff has been trans­ 
ferred to other areas, with 
special investigator Randy Arnt 
temporarily assigned to the 
prosecutor’s welfare fraud unit 
and a secretary to another 
branch of the prosecutor’s of­ 
fice. 


The 
prosecutor’s 
annual 
report says the CPU in 1975 ob­ 
tained 29 warrants, made 23 
arrests, obtained 12 convictions, 
and seven other cases are 
awaiting trial. It also noted 1.663 
consumer 
complaint 
forms 
were sent to people who voiced a 
complaint in 1975. 795 were re­ 
turned to the CPU seeking 
investigation. 
and 
869 
complaints were closed. The 
report said the CPU recovered 
$108.251 in cash and merchan­ 
dise for consumers, represent­ 
ing a 120 per cent increase over 
1974.

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) - 
There was little support for Iva 
Toguri D Aquino when 
the 
slender 
Japanese-American 
woman was convicted of treason 
as the infamous Tokyo Rose al­ 
most a generation ago. 


Mrs. D’Aquino, a target of 
public vituperation after World 
War II, contended throughout 
her trial that she had not turned 
on her native land. Government 
documents available then tend 
to bear that out, according to 
research by the San Francisco 
Chronicle. 


A number of experts say they 
agree with her volunteer attor­ 
neys who call her trial “one of 
the 
grossest 
and 
most 
disgraceful 
miscarriages 
of 
justice in the history of the 
federal courts.” 


It has since become known 
that more than a dozen women 
used the name “Tokyo Rose” in 
Japanese broadcasts during the 
war, and some feel that Mrs. 
D’Aquino’s 
broadcasts 
may 
have actually worked aginst the 
Japanese propaganda effort 


The foreman of her jury, John 
Mann, says he “should have had 
a little bit more guts” and stuck 
to his original acquittal vote. 
Now 75, Mann told the Chronicle 
that the jury was pressured into 
a guilty verdict by U.S. District 
Judge Michael J. Roche, who 
has since died. 


Mann recalled Roche saying 
that the jurors had to bring in a 
guilty verdict or — as best he 
could remember the judge’s 
words — “ we’ll have to have 
this trial all over again.” 


The bitterly-divided jury did 
convict her after four days of 
stormy deliberation in 1949 and 
she was sentenced to 10 years in 
prison, 
fined 
$10,000 
and 
stripped of her citizenship. Mrs. 
D' Aquino served 6 ^ years of the 
sentence and paid the last of her 
fine in 1971.
